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WASHINGTON EXPECTING

Washington, September 27.—Hope_ of 
peace in Cuba was revived among army 
and navy officers in Washington by the 
Havana dispatches announcing 
Secretary 
ident Palma and other moderate leaders 
has caused them to consider treating 
with the insurgents.

The Prairie, 
which was originally expected to sail 
from Boston today, wiil not leave until 
Saturday.

The most desirable solution, as The Con- 
stitution sees it, is the c@istruction of an adequate auditorium, convertible 
into an armory of large proportions, the structure being so arranged as to 
afford ample accommodations for a municipal city hall to replace the present 
antiquated and wholly insufficient one now serving that purpose. 

Had the city been supplied during the recent crisis with an armo 
worthy the importance of the local militia contingent, the work of mobiliza- 
tion, of patrol, of answering emergency calls and the vital details of sleep 
ing and commissary arrangements would have been vastly faeilitated. The 
military authorities managed excellently with the cramped resources at their 
command, but it will be unfair to them and to the city to again subject them 
to the possibilities of such inconvenience. The advantages of such a build- 
ing in normal times, for dril] and other purposes, are equally obvious. 

A city of the size, attractiveness and pretentions of Atlanta is in urgent 
need of a capacious auditorium no less than the character of armory above 
suggested. This is—preeminently—a convention city. Much of our growth 
and prosperity can be traced to the presence here of delegates of national 
distinction, representative of every line of industry and commerce. Each 
year the number of convening bodies that turn their eyes in this direction 
grows larger. Such a building, moreover, convertible quickly into a large 
armory, will be invaluable for pubic meetings of our own people. It has

been demonstrated, on innumerable recent occasions, that Atlanta has 
reached that stage in her development where available facilities for this pur- 
pose are absolutely inadequate. 

Little argument is needed on the city hall proposition. Atlantans visit 
it with sufficient frequency to be fully conversant with the rattle-trap 
nature of the present structure, its possibilities as a fire-trap and the woe- 
ful lack of space to take care of the expanding municipal business. 

Public sentiment on all three of these necessities has been affirmative 
for several years—it has now reached the aggressive phase. Taking advantage 
of the present opportunity, when opinion is at a focus, we can supply all 
three at an infinitely smaller cost than if we attempted to erect three build- 
ings On separate lots. One centrally located structure will solve the prob- 
lem, It will provide another handsome building. It will place Atlanta on an 
equality with other cities of her class in this country. 

The Constitution commends this suggestion to the council and citizens 
of Atlanta!

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A NEW START FOR THE SALOONS. 


The city council has wisely recognized an extreme situation by applying 
an extreme remedy—the revocation of all saloon licenses until October 1.» 

This means that the liquor trafic in Atlanta—in all its retail] branches— 
will be given an absolutely de novo status, from which the council can direct 
and regulate it to the safest interests of the city. 

Such action is a tacit admission of a fact long known to the thinking 
public—that there has been too much laxity in the granting of licenses to 
retail malt and spirituous liquors. It is now incumbent upon council to 
make amends in such wise discrimination as Will solve the most serious 
phase of the problem by which the city has been faced. 

The sale of whisky should be gonfined to the center of the city, where 
it can be most effectively controlled by the police. UNDER NO CONDI- 
TIONS SHOULD LICENSES BE GRANTED TO SALOONS CATERING 
WHOLLY OR IN PART TO NEGROES. The United States government in 
dealing with the Indians, foreign nations in dealing with inferior races every- 
where, recognize that whisky is the inciting element in the overwhelming 
number of disturbances; and they remove the baneful possibilities by 
ABSOLUTELY REMOVING THE CAUSE. 

OPERATORS OF SALOONS FOR WHITES MUST BE MADE TO UN- 
DERSTAND THAT THE FIRST TIME THEY ARE DETECTED MAKING IT 
POSSIBLE FOR NEGROES TO OBTAIN WHISKY, THEIR LICENSES 
WILL BE REVOKED—PERMANENTLY. 

It is too late now to discuss what might have been prevented by action 
of this nature months ago. It is NOT too late to retrieve the laxity of the 
past by the vigilance and discrimination of the future. The city council is 
confronted with one of the gravest responsibilities in the history of the city. 

And The Constitution reminds them that desperate diseases require— 
and justify—desperate remedies. 

This matter is now in the hands of the regular council committee to 
which is ordinarily referred license measures.

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SUGGESTED BY THE ACTION OF GRAND JURY. 


The grand jury of Fulton county, in session yesterday, by unanimous 
vote adopted resolutions protesting against what it calls “sensational journal- 
ism,” holding the afternoon newspapers of Atlanta largely responsible for 
the mob outbreik of Saturday night and specifically indicating one of them 
in the general rebuke administered. 

Since The Constitution does not share with its evening contemporaries 
the rebuke of the grand jury, we feel at liberty to say a word in their 
behalf. 

There are three afternoon newspapers in Atlanta and the rivalry be 
tween them has had the effect of producing the keenest sort of competition 
in the respective efforts of each to attract the public. Headline type a half- 
inch deep five years ago, in the fierce contest for public attention soon 
grew to be an inch long, then two inches, and now the size has grown to 
some six inches in depth for “extras,” each type carrying enough ink to 
cast a black shadow a mile away. 

In the fierce struggle an “extra” immediately follows every local broil, 
from a cat fight up. 

While The Constitution has been criticized neither by the grand jury nor 
by_ public sentiment, we wish volunjarily to say, in behalf of our afternoon 
contemporaries, than any seeming over-zealousness on their part in the mat- 
ter of issuing “extras” does not put them'‘in the attitude of ‘having intention- 
ally contributed to the Saturday night’s culmination of an afternoon of fren- 
zied excitement. Of course, nothing was farther from their intention or 
their desire. 

While morning papers, from the nature of things, do not indulge in

Our Part in Cuba’s Troubles. 

Perhaps it is too early to pass en- 
lightened judgment upon the actings 
and doings of our distinguished sec- 
retary of war, Mr. Taft, in his method 
of handling the Cuban situation. At 
best, his job was a very difficult and 
delicate one, calling for the highest 
degree of diplomacy and good judg- 
ment. 

In one respect, however, it seems, 
at this writing, that Mr. Taft has com- 
mitted an error in dealing ‘with Cuban 
affairs. 

His demands upon the Palma ad- 
ministration that it should put itself 
upon an equality, upon the plane of 
the revolutionists themselves—that 
the Palma administration should deal 
with the revolutionists with guns in 
their hands and thereby purchase a 
patched-up peace at the sacrifice of 
the dignity and decorum of the constl- 
tuted powers—may well cause not 
only apprehension and alarm in this 
country that such a peace, so dearly 
bought, must be short lived. It may 
also establish’ a dangerous precedent 
which may hereafter be invoked to 
the disadvantage of peace and the 
injury of the world’s commerce. 

A brief resume of the facts leading 
up to the rebellion and the situation 
which confronted Mr, Taft upon his 
arrival in Cuba is as follows: 

President Palma was called from 
a long exile to the United States to 
be Cuba’s first executive. He was 
known on the island as the “hero of 
Bayamo,”’ Bayamo was his birth 
place, and it was there that the revo- 
lution of ’68 started, which lasted for 
ten years against Spanish oppression 
and enisrule. : 

Palma was one of the first patriots 
to take up arms, fought bravely in the 
ranks of the insurgents, was captured 
and, barely escaping death, was im- 
prisoned several years in Spanish 
prisons and galleys, and then forever 
exiled from the island. - 

Genera] Maximo Gomez, in recogni- 
tion of Palma’s great services as head 
of the Cuban junta in America, vir- 
tually secured his unopposed election 
as president. Palma had been living 
near New York city for many years, 
teaching school, till the breaking out 
of the war of 1895, when he was 
placed at the head of the Cuban junta 
with headquarters {n New York city. 
At the election of president in 19065, 
Palma stood for a second term, and 
though at that time he was not par- 
ticularly identified with either of the 
two parties, moderate and liberal, yet 
as the campaign progressed he threw 
his fortune in with the moderate 
party. ; 

Jose Miguel Gomez was the candi- 
date of the liberal party in the Octo- 
ber primary. Gomez and the liberal 
party claimed that the government 
party (moderates) were guilty of great 
frauds, and the upshot of it was that 
Gomez came to the United States in 
a rage, withdrew his candidacy, and 
at the regular December elections 
Palma was elected president without 
any opposing candidate. Last May 
Palma was inaugurated president for 
his second term. 

There was an incipient outbreak {in 
December, after the elections, by 
Guerra and a few malcontents in the 
western end of the island, but which 
collapsed as quickly as it broke out; 
and the Palma administration, per- 
haps unwisely, showed great leniency 
with the revolutionists—in fact, killed 
the proverbial “‘fatted calf’ for Guerra 
and his sans-cullottes. 

The liberals claim that the Palma 
administration was guilty of further 
acts of misrule in naming partisan 
provincia] and municipal officials, but 
the Palma, or government party, 
claimed that it was foreed to take 
such steps in the interest of honesty 
and fair dealing, and to banish graft, 
which commodity is by no means un- 
known in the “Pearl of the Antilles.” 

In point of fact, there has never 
been any essential difference between 
the platforms of the two parties. 

The island, upon the outbreak of 
the revolution, August 21, was enjoy- 
ing an extraordinary degree of pros- 
perity. There was work for every 
man to do at good wages; indeed, so 
great was the prosperity and s0 
needful was even more labor, that the 
Cuban government appropriated a 
million dollars as a “starter” to in- 
duce immigration to get more labo- 
rers. Millions of dollars were pour- 
ing in from the United States, Eng- 
land, Canada and other countries, and 
at the time of the outbreak nearly 
two hundred million dollars of Amer- 
ican and English money had been in- 
vested upon the island. 

The liberal party, for some weeks 
prior to the actual outbreak in Pinar 
del Rio Province, had been secretly 
conspiring against the government. 

Cuba, knowing that the United 
States would act as its guardian as 
against foreign invasion, and the gov- 
ernment not dreaming that in times 
of gteat prosperity a revolution, or 
serious internal disorder, was possi- 
ble, had not provided for any militia 
or army, having only about two thou- 
sand rural guards scattered through- 
out the island.

property interests, and the struggle, 
in its jJast analysis, is largely a de- 
sire on the part of the “outs” to get 
in—a fight for the offices. 

With his handful of rural guards 
and a strange apathy among the peo- 
ple generally, Palma found it difficult 
to enroll as many men in the govern- 
ment service as the revolutionary 
leaders mustered under their ban- 
ners. 

' When President Roosevelt wrote his 

famous letter commanding the peace, 
and sent his secretary of war and as- 
sistant secretary of state to the 
island to act as mediators, the island 
had been in a state of revolution for 
weeks. 

President Palma had declined to 
deal with “rebels with guns in their 
hands,” although the administration 
had publicly stated that it was willing 
for friendly efforts to be made be- 
tween the moderate and liberal lead- 
ers looking to peace. 

President Palma took the position 
that to yield to the demands of the 
revolutionists that the elections should 
be annulled would be an acknowledge- 
ment of wrong doing, would be a sub- 
version of law and order, and would 
be sowing dragon’s teeth, whereby 
future disgruntled politicians of either 
party would find a precedent to ap- 
peal from the ballot box to the shot- 
gun and the machete. He claimed 
that it would be an unwarrantable 
attack upon the dignity and decorum 
of his office to be a party to such a 
miserable pandering for peace. 

Secretary Taft was confronted with 
this situation when he landed upon 
the island. Up to that time, though 
the revolutionists outnumbered the 
government forces, yet the govern- 
ment forces in the few engagements 
had, largely by the aid of American 
officers and machine guns, defeated 
the revolutionists. 

Mr. Taft at once began to treat with 
the revolutionists in the field, and 
with the Palma administration, plac- 
ing them upon the same plane, and 
in his letter to both sides asking for 
an armstice on the 25th instant, re- 
ferred to the “government authort- 
ties’ and to the “revolutionary or 
liberal authorities” in the same par- 
agraph. 

The Palma administration had pre- 
viously declared ‘its willingness for 


the framing of new election laws, to be 
prepared under the supervision of the 
‘American mediators, so that in future 
elections every possible step should 
be taken to guarantee honest elec- 
tions. The liberals demanded more— 
still contended for the annulment of 
all the December elections, including 
the deposition of: President Palma and 
his cabinet. 

Secretary Taft so far sided with the 
revolutionists in his letter to Pres- 
ident Palma, submitting their terms 
of peace, that Palma replied in a 
dignified letter that rather than sub- 
mit to such humiliating terms, that 
he and Vice President Capote would 
forthwith resign their offices to the 
Guban congress, to be convened in 
special session on the 28th instant. 

It would appear to us that President 
Palma’s position is correct. 

Secretary Taft should not have 
asked more than a guarantee of fair 
elections in the future. The liberals, 
or revolutionists, should not have 
asked more than this. To go behind 
the electoral returns and overturn 
established government by force of 
arms would be to establish a highly 
dangerous precedent. 

It would be far better for the United 
States to stand by the constituted 
government, and, if necessary, after 
using all peaceable arguments with 
the revolutionists, to land American 
forces and compel submission on the 
part of the revolutionists, with the 
guarantee of fair elections for the 
future. .. 

As for the future of the island, an- 
nexation, sooner or later, appears to 
be inevitable.

negro massacres yet more revolting 
and inexcusable than the recent one 
in Atlanta. 

Remember, moreover, the radical 
difference between the inciting causes.

Atlanta does not seck to evade re- 
sponsibility for the affair of Saturday. 
The best people of this city bitterly 
deplore it. The constituted authorti- 
ties have directed that the perpetra- 
tors be meted the extent of the law. 
The community is raising a fund for 
the relief of the victims of the riot- 
ers—-WITHOUT REGARD TO RACE. 
We are taxing our resources to re- 
store and maintain law and order— 
and to ABSOLUTELY PREVENT a 
repetition. 

We are keenly alive to the deplora- 
bility of the thing. But we insist that 
the city is not without EXALTED 
COMPANY in every section of the 
nation. And in view of our earnest 
efforts at restitution—and the lack 
of such efforts ELSEWHERE—the 
holier-than-thou attitude of a few of 
our critics calls for considerable 
modification.

Editor Constitution: Let me make a 
Suggestion that would, in my opinion, be 
a remedy for our race riots. The think- 
ing citizens see that the saloons and 
dives frequented by the negroes must be 
closed. That wil] cut off thousands fn 
license fees to the city. Some drug stores 
for years have sold whisky conveniently 
to all who want it and there has not 
been any disorder produced by it. Why 
not have council to pass an ordinance 
revoking all saloon licenses and put all 
‘he whisky retailing in the hands of the 
drug stores on the respectable streets. 
This would still provide the city the 
whisky license and would remove the 
saloon influence. Few will drink enough 
at home to make them dangerous. The 
principal evil is in the saloon association, 
where crimes breed, and in the political 
influence of saloons.

While on the New Year's day, which 
preceded it, the human beings are judged 
by Him whom ruleth on high, on this 
day, the one of prayer and repentance, 
their fate is sealed. 

Sins of omission and commission are 
forgiven by God, who is all merciful and 
gracious, to him to approaches Him with 
@ pure and righteous heart, atoning for 
the errors committed during the year, 
promising faithfully to wander upon the 
path of love and justice. 

Grand and impressive are the religious 
exercises which form the ritua] of that 
day, beginning at the eve of it with a 
solemn prayer, with song, sermon and 
recitations, to be continued by the more 
Orthodox members of the faith during, 
the entire night.

“I have until next Monday to act on the 
paper, and I haven't reached any decis- 
ions. I want to say in this. connection 
that some of the newspapers have so 
quoted me in reference to my remarks 
before council Wednesday afternoon as .o 
create a false impression as to my at- 
titude towards the saloons. | I did not in- 
tend to take the part of the saloons, but 
was merely addressing myself to courictl 
on the expediency of taking too drastia 
action. I said that I had ordered the 
Saloons closed, and they would remain 
Closed until all danger of any more 
trouble was past. 

AG, thought the saloons were closed 
ust as tight as they could be, and I be- 
Meved that any further action by council 
might be unnecessary. | said that I did 
not believe the saloons were the cause 
of the disturbance Saturday night, as ‘t 
was started by a lot of boys who were 
not drinking. However. after the row 
starteq I had the saloons closed. and [ 
expected to keep them close until ale 
danger of any outbreak was over. I will 
take up the council resolution tomorrow, 
and give it my most earnest considera- 
tion. Ag I said, I have until next Mon- 
day to act on the paper.”’ 

Saloon Men Talk With Mayor. 

A number of the most prominent liquor 
dealers and saloon men called to see 
the mayor yesterday. Some of them Gup- 
peared to be worried over the situation, 
while others were taking things philoso- 
phically. 

A member of the firm of Bluenthal & 
Isickart, one of the most prominent 
wholesale liquor houses in the city, said 
yesterday In the mayor's office: — 

“We doa not think that all the saloons 
in the’cit¥ should have been put in the 
same category, and the wholesale liquor 
houses included. If there was a man in 
the city selling whisky who was not a 
fit person to engage in the business he 
Phould have been pointed out and his 
license revoked. But we do object to a 
reflection being cast upon every dealer 
in the city. However, we think the 
mayor shoulg not veto the resolution re 
voking the licenses. Since the matter has 
mone as far as it has, and has assume! 
ifs present shape, it is just as well for 
the mayor to give the paper his ap- 
proval.’”’ 

In the meantime. every saloon and 
wholesale liquor house in the clty Is 
closed fast.

All Attantang were also strong in their 
praise of the course outlined in the edi- 
toria] of The Atlanta Constitution of yes- 
terday morning. Not only were they 
strenuous against any possible senti- 
ment in favor of mob law, but they ad- 
veceated the taking of immediate action 
on the part «f the authorities for the 
punishment of the guilty who have 
brought this disgrace to the city and the 
making of every preparation looking to 
the pivutection of all lives, both black 
and white. and the maintenance of the 
law at whatever cost. 

Practically all of those interviewed were 
equaiiy decided in their belief that no 
such cajlamicy will ever be possible in the 
streets of Atlanta again and that the 
lawless mob, composed mostly of boys, 
now realize the tremendous public sen- 
tiinent against such lawlessness on tne 
part of the great majority of Atlan- 
tans. 

Most all of those seen were also in 
favor of the strengthening of the police, 
of cutting out any and all politics in con- 
rection with the department if any is 
found, and making this arm of the law 
adequate to the present needs of At- 
lanta, no matter what the cost may be. 
In fact, those interviewed were sirong 
in their advocacy of just those meas- 
ures outlined in The Constitution edito- 
rial. ’ 

It appeared to be the opinion of all At- 
lantans that the force of police on duty 
at tbe time of the first trouble, 657 in 
all, wag entirely inadequate to the needs 
of the proper protection of a city of 
125,000 people and property in excess of 
$100,000,000.

E. R. DuBose, of the Chamberlin- 
Johnson-DuBose Company—"Everything 
is perfectly quiet today and absolutely 
normal conditions prevail. The same 
was true yesterday. Every one seems 
to realize that all possible trouble is 
over ahd have settled downto business 
as usual. I was glad to see the edito- 
rial in The Constitution this morning. 
Public sentiment isin the same direc- 
tion. I feel sure that such trouble will 
never occur again, but our police depart- 
ment must be made adequate and the 
law must prevail.”

Governor Terrell yesterday 
proclamation offering rewards aggregat- 
ing several thousand dollars for the ar- 
rest, with proof to convict of a felony, 


of any persons who participated in the 
riots in Atlanta on September 22, 23 
and 24. 

The governor offers $200 each for the 
first five arrests and convictions; $100 
each for the next ten, and $50 each for 
every subsequent person arrested and 
convicted of murder, rioting or any other 
felony. In his proclamation of reward! 
the governor refers specifically to the} 
loss of property as the result of the mob’s | 
work. and to the murders of innocent! 
persons. 

These rewards in addition to the $200 
offered by the city for each arrest with 
proof to convict, make a total of $400 
offered in each case for the firs five per- 
sons arrested, $300 for the next ten, and 
so on, 

The authorities of the law are called 
on to use every effort to arrest and bring 
to justice those participa‘ing in the riots, 
and capture the guilty and bring them to) 
justice.
